The original projects have either been completed or 

are no longer a priority. 

FHWA 

MESA DEL SOL, ALBUQUERQUE, NEW MEXICO. 

The table contained in section 1702 of the SAFETEA–LU is amended in item number 598 (119 

Stat. 1279) by striking the project description and inserting “Construction to provide access to 

Mesa del Sol in Albuquerque”. 

 

PASEO DEL VOLCAN, SANDOVAL COUNTY, NEW MEXICO. 

The table contained in section 1702 of the SAFETEA–LU is amended in item number 291 (119 

Stat. 1267) by striking the project description and inserting “Development of Paseo del Volcan 

corridor in Sandoval County”. 

 

I-40 IMPROVEMENTS, BERNALILLO COUNTY, NEW MEXICO. 

The table contained in section 1702 of the SAFETEA–LU is amended in item number 4546 (119 

Stat. 1430) by striking the project description and inserting “I-40 improvements, Bernalillo 

County”. 

 

RIO RANCHO, NEW MEXICO. 

The table contained in section 1702 of the SAFETEA–LU is amended in item number 4549 (119 

Stat. 1430) by striking the project description and inserting “Paseo de Volcan in Rio Rancho”. 

 

I-25 INTERCHANGE, MESA DEL SOL, NEW MEXICO. 

The amount authorized for the project entitled “New I-25 Interchange near m.p. 217, NM” 

described on page 164 of the statement of the managers (H. Rept. 109–307) accompanying the 

Transportation, Treasury, Housing and Urban Development, the Judiciary, the District of 

Columbia, and Independent Agencies Appropriations Act, 2006 (Public Law 109–115), and 

related administrative funding, may be used to provide for an interchange on I-25 to provide 

access to Mesa del Sol, New Mexico. 

 

I-40 IMPROVEMENTS, BERNALILLO COUNTY, NEW MEXICO. 

The amount authorized for the project entitled “Paseo del Volcan I-40 Interchange, NM” 

described on page 165 of the statement of the managers (H. Rept. 109–307) accompanying the 

Transportation, Treasury, Housing and Urban Development, the Judiciary, the District of 

Columbia, and Independent Agencies Appropriations Act, 2006 (Public Law 109–115), and 



related administrative funding, may be used to provide for I-40 improvements in Bernalillo 

County, New Mexico.
